The Board of Trustees Monday 
night denied the request of Charles 
Vondnrahc that the fire restrictions 
be removed In the territory bound­ 
ed by Artlsnao nnd Western ave­ 
nues, and Carson and 22Zd streets.

The present owners -of the prop­ 
erty purchased the land while it 
was in the Industrial zone. 

Hero Are Two Side.
The two sides of the question, as 

set forth by interested individuals.

The owners contend that the ac­ 
quisition of so. much, acreage in the 
west side of Torrance by the Santa 
Fe for industrial purposes insures 
the availability, of plenty of in­

dustrial land lu Torrance and that 
us much property ns possible 
should bo opened for residential 
development.

Others declare that the land I 
question was bought as Industrial 
property on oil speculation; that 
it would be unfair to the Salm 
.Manufacturing Company to open 
up the territory for residences be­ 
cause of complications that might 
later arise should future residents 
ot the district make legal objec­ 
tion to an adjacent Industry. In 
lliiK connection it Is pointed out 
that the courts repeatedly have 
decided that residences take legal 
precedence over industries, and 
when either Is required to move, 
the Industries are ordered to get 
out It Is declared that the Salm 
company purchased Its site with 
the understanding that all the 
territory adjacent would be indus­ 
trial property.

Suiti Threatened
Threats of suits against the city

As the restrictions now stand, 
residences might be built on thi 
property, hut they would have to 
comply with fireproof regulations.
